FIRST REGIMENT 


WELCOMED HOME 
FROM THE BORDER 


Crowds on Downtown Streets 
Cheer Soldiers as They 
Pass on Parade. 


ARMORY GANGWAY FALLS 


20 Persons Precipitated 5 Feet; 
Men Show Big Improve- 
ment in Bearing. 


The First Missouri Infantry, National 
Guard of the United States, returning 
to St. Louis this morning after 
a three months’ absence, two 
months of which were spent in pa- 


trol duty on the Mexican border, was 
welcomed with a public demonstration 
and a purade, of which its own splen- 
didly drilled lines formed the command- 
ing feature. 

A large gathering in Twelfth street, 
particularly near the reviewing stand at 
Pine street, cheered the start of the pa- 
rade. But on other downtown streets 
which the regiment and its escorts 
traversed, the sidewalk lines were made 
up largely of casual spectators, and it 
Was apparent that thousands of St. 
Louisans, through neglect or indiffer- 
ence, missed what proved to be a most 
inspiring spectacle, and an eloquent ar- 
gument for military preparedness. 

The regiment, which left St. Louis as 
the First Regiment, National Guard of 
Missouri, now bears a new name, show- 
ing that its men are soldiers of the 
United States. They are, however, free 
to return to their work, and will not 
be subject to future military require- 
ments, except the regular drills, unless 
another call for service should come 
from the Government. They will re- 
ceive pay for each drill. 

The soldierly bearing of the 1033 mem- 
bers of the regiment, officers and men, 
their even step, the precise angle at 
which they carried their guns, were all 
in the most marked contrast to the reg- 
iment’s appearance on the hot June aft- 
ernoon when it marched from its ar- 
mory to Union Station, for the journey 
to the State encampment grounds at 
* 


rade a Pretty Sicht. 
Then, “the men of the First were will- 


ing and enthusiastic volunteers. Today, 
they appeared as a body of soldiers, 
which need not fear comparison with 
any command of the regular army. 

The line was seen to the best advan- 
tage from upper windows on Broadway 
or Washington avenue. From windows 

Broadway. near Pine street, the reg- 
iment was seen extending in close for- 
mation, to Washington avenue, and 
the rhythmical undulation of the lines, 
with the undertone of the men’s tread 
on the pavement, was a stirring com- 
bination of sight and sound. 

The parade was formed on Twelfth 
street, south of Market, and started at 
35. The mounted police and zouaves 
were followed by a municipal band and 
four camps of Spanish War Veterans. 
Two little boys and a girl, in soldier 
costumes, marched with Walker-Jen- 
nings Camp. Fifty veterans of the 
Grand Army of the Republic marched 
only from Market street to the Pine 
street reviewing stand, which they en- 
tered. 

The Mounted Officers’ Reserve Corps 
was headed by Chester Berg, Joseph B. 
Thomas, Adolphus Busch III and Leo 
Rassieur Jr. Then came Col. E. J. Spen- 
cer, marshal of the parade; Col. John A. 
Laird and Adjutant-General O’Meara, 
followed by the Officers’ Reserve Corps, 
which is composed of business and pro- 
fessional men. A small detachment of 
Boy Scouts immediately preceded the 
First Regiment. The entire parade was 
20 minutes in passing the reviewing 
stand. 

I Company Gets Many Cheers, 

Col. Arthur B. Donnelly, Capt. and 
Adit. Freen Nulsen, and Lieutenant-Col- 
onel Robbins, rode at the head of the 
regiment. The companies marched in 
alphabetical order, from A to M inclu- 
sive, except that there is no J com- 
pany. I Company, which lays claim 
to special honors in drilling was 
cheered all along the line of march. 
The Mounted Scouts and Hospital Corps 
came at the end of the line. 

Gov. Major, Mayor Kiel and the Board 
of Aldermen were in the reviewing 
stand, with Maj. Kimball of the G. A. 
R., President Thompson of the Police 
Board and Excise Commissioner Rum- 
sey. The Governor declared, after the 
regiment had passed, that it was the 
best in the State, and as good, he be- 
lieved, as any in the regular army. The 
Mayor said he was thrilled by the sight, 
beyond his power of expression. 

On the downtown portion of the pa- 
bade route, there were many greetings 
to members of the regiment from 
friends and acquaintances. But the 
gathering place of near relatives, and 
others immediately interested in the 
militiamen, was near the Armory at 
Grand avenue and Market street.

DIVIDENDS TWICE 
ITS EARNINGS PAID 
BY BANKERS TRUST 


Audjt Shows $678,383 Earned 
in 8 Years, $1,404,925 Given 
to Stockholders. 


Is Summoned Before Federal 
Grand Jury Investigating 
Management of Company. 


A remarkable showing of the boost- 
ing of valuations of Bankers Trust Co. 
stock on the market by the payment of 
nearly $1,500,000 in dividends in an 8- 
year period when the net earnings of 
the company were less than $630,000, is 
contained in an audit of the company’s 
books, prepared by Harry G.Ambrose, 
an expert accountant. Ambrose has 
been summoned before the Federal 
Grand Jury, which yesterday began an 


inquiry into Bankers Trust manage- 
ment. 

A compilation prepared by Ambrose 
shows that in 1906 Bankers Trust stock 
was selling at $160 a share and that by 
1914 it had advanced on the market 
tes $295, although in only one year in 
that period had its net earnings been 
as much as was. paid out in dividends 
and although the bills payable of the 
company had been increased from $660,- 
000 to $1,513,397.85. 

To secure this indebtedness the com- 
pany by 1914 had pledged more than 
$5,000,000 of its assets and having vir- 
tually all its assets pledged, could bor- 
row no more money. 


Then Dividends Ceased. 

Unable to borrow money, it could not 
pay dividends, its stock declined rapidly 
until it went as low as $20 a share, its 
quoted price when a recelver was ap- 
pointment. 

The audit that Ambrose is prepared 
to show the Federal grand jury, which 
is seéking to determine whether there is 
basis for criminal charges against any of 
those in control of the affairs of. the 
company prior to its collapse, divides 
the. business of the company into eight 
}periodgas follows: 

In the first period, Dec. 3, 1906, to Feb. 
2, 1907, the net earnings amounted to 
only $36,723.90, but $74,925 was paid in divi- 
dends, $38,201.10 more than was earned. 
The bills payable amounted to $550,000, 
and the stock was quoted at $160 a share. 

Between Feb. 12, 1907, and Feb. 6, 1908, 
the net earnings were $83,712.20, and of 
this $80,000 was paid out in dividends, 
this being the only period in which the 
earnings were as great as the dividends 
paid. The bills payable, however, were 
increased by $130,000, reaching $680,000. 
The stock went up to $162.50. 

From Feb. 7, 1908, to Jan. 30, 1909, the 
earnings were only $40,333.29, but divi- 
dends amounting to $180,000 were paid, 
$139,666.71 more than was earned. The 
bills payable increased nearly $50,000, 
reaching $729,748.29. The big dividends 
paid sent the stock up to $175. 

From Jan. 31, 1909, tc Feb. 5, 1910, the 
earnings were $139,952.07, and dividends 
paid amounted to $180,000, or $40,047.93 
more than was earned. In this period 
the bills payable were reduced to $647,- 
500. The seeming prosperity of the com- 
pany, as evidenced by the huge dividends 
pald, sent the stock to $212 a share. 

From Feb. 6, 1910 to Jan. 17, 1911, the 
earnings dropped to $68,910.97, but the di- 
vidends remained at a high figure, $160,- 
000 being paid out to shareholders, $91,- 
089.08 more than was earned. Again the 
stock climbed, reaching $225. Also the 
bills payable increased, this time nearly 
$400,000, reaching a total of $1,022,147.86. 

From Jan. 18, 1911, to Feb. 20, 1912, the 
earnings were $130,332.30 and $240,000 was 
paid in dividends, $109,677.70 more than 
was earned. The stock went to $270 
The bills payable were decreased to 
$972,000. 

Stock Goes to $295. 

From Feb. 21, 1912, to Feb, 4, 1913, the 
earnings were $114,057.64, and the divi- 
dends paid were $240,000, or $125,942.36 
more than was earned. The stock re- 
mained at 3270. The bills payable in- 
creased to $1,259,000. 

From Feb. 6, 1913, to Feb. 16, 1914, the 
earnings were only $36,634.78, but the 
enormous dividend of $350,000 was paid, 
sending the stock up to $295 on the mar- 
ket. In paying this dividend the com- 
pany increased its bills payable more 
than $260,000, the total reaching $1,513,- 
397.85, 

These figures from Ambrose’s audit 
show that in the eight years the total 
net earnings of the company were only 
$678,383.89, and that $1,404,925 was paid in 
dividends, or more than twice as much 
as actually was earned.

JOIN ALLIES ASKS 
UNLY FUR A LOAN 


Only Conditfon Is That Money 
Be Advanced for Mobilizing 
the Army. 


ATHENS, Sunday. Sept. 24 (delayed).— 
The Greek Government today submitted 
to representatives of the entente a pro- 
posal that Greece drop her policy of 
neutrality on condition only that she be 
accorded a loan sufficient to pay for 
the mobilization and equipment of th. 
army. 


LONDON, Sept. 26.—According to 
a Reuter’s dispatch from Athens 
M. Venizelos, the former Premier, 
left Athens at 5 o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing. The merchant ship Hesperia 
picked him up from a boat in the open 
sea. It is said that M. Venizelos wil! 
first visit Crete and then proceed lL» 
Saloniki, where the revolutionary movoe- 
ment started. 

According to Athens dispatches re- 
ceived here, M. Venizelos will issue a 
manifesto to the Greek people from 
Canea, Crete, where he probably will 
direct the formation of a separatist 
government. Besides Admiral Condcu- 
riotis, those accompanying M. Venizelos 
include all the members of his former 
Cabinet, with the exception of M. Rak- 
tavin, Minister of Justice. The procla- 
mation of M. Venizelos, it is said, will, 
invite King Constantine to put himself! 
at the head of a national defense move- 
ment. 

An Athens dispatch to the Daily 
Chronicle says the Venizelos proclama- 
tion will provide the last opportunity 
for King Constantwe to place himself 
and his Government in Jine with peg 
wishes of the majority of the Greek peo- 
ple, who do not want any declaration of 
the dethronement of the monarch. 

The dispatch says Venizelos will 
call for a general mobilization 
throughout the Island of Crete for:

Protests Against Torpedoing of 
Steamers— Ship Owners De- 
manded Action.

This process has only been accom- 
plished by long continued, severe and 
costly effort on the part of the allies.

Their struggles to reach and hold 
Ginchy and Guillemont were expensive 
in time and men, but finally the ground 
north of Combles and some distance to 
the east was.occupied, putting the town 
in a pocket of which the opening was 
constantly being narrowed by the drives 
of the entente armies. 

“Yesterday came the combined effort 
of the French and British to close the 
opening or at least render it so narrow 
that what could be extracted through it 
by the Germans would not be worth 
while.

Establishment of a labor mart” from

Park Commissioner Cunliff suggested 
the “labor mart,” which he explained 
would be a central place of resort for 
men in quest of employment. These 
could be hired by the different city de- 
partments as they were needed, Com- 
missioner Cunliff said, and tested after- 
ward. The present system of waiting 
for men sent by the Efficiency Board 
is wasteful of time, he contended. 

Practically all the department heads 
at the conference advocated the right 
t» make promotions without first hav- 
ing the candidates examined. The fit- 
ness of these employes could be deter- 
mined by the appointing officer, they 
held. Under the present rules promo- 
tions can be made only after examina- 
tion of the candidates by the Efficiency 
Board. 

Chairman Hertenstein of the Effi- 
ciency Board said that the present lists 
of eligibles for all positions are so nu- 
merous that no examinations need be 
held for some time. He favored the 
Classification and standardization of the 
city service before any additional ex- 
aminations are conducted. 

Mayor Kiel addressed the conference 
and urged that “real efficiency” be in- 
troduced. “If there are any persons on 
the payroll who have no right to draw 
the city’s money, they should be dis- 
misser,“ the Mayor said.

HUGHES HECKLED 
BY BIG. TOLEDO 
LABOR AUDIENCE 


What About Danbury Hatters? ”’ 
Ask Many Auto Workers, 
Who Cheer for Wilson.

TOLEDO, O., Sept. 28.— Charles E. 


Hughes faced two audiences here toda. 
one at a theater, at which he was 
cheered repeatedly, another in the open 
air at a large automobile plant com- 
prised of workmen off for the noon 
hour.

Toward the end 
of his speech other workmen took up 
the question.

There was much other noise and 
voices. Hughes did not answer. After 
the meeting he gaid he had not heard

How about the union in the factory 
here?“ shouted another man. 

Hughes replied that he favored unions 
and was cheered. 

As the nominee neared the end of his 
addresss ther was a growing volume of 
Wilson cheers sprinkled here and there 
with uncomplimentary refernces to the 
Republican nominee. 

He continued, however, with a smile 
on his face, and, amid frequent ap- 
plause, to discuss the Adamson law, 
declaring that labor, least of all, could 
afford to surrender the principle of leg- 
islation only after investigation. 

The nominee repeated his attack on 
the administration for the Adamson bill 
in his address at the theater. He was 
vigorously applauded. He also declared 
for the protection of American rights. 

“The path of proper preparedness, the 
path of maintenance, justly and firmly, 
of American rights is not the path that 
leads to war,“ he said. It is the path 
of security. The pathway of peace is 
to announce American rights in ad- 
vance and have the world understand 
exactly what we think and what we are 
repared to do,”

leading from Grand avenue to the main 
entrance of the Armory gave way at 11 
o’clock, under the weight of the crowd 
that was trying to get into the build- 
ing.

ENGLAND: 29 KILLED 


Seven German Airships Drop 
Bombs on Coast and in In- 
dustrial Centers.

LONDON, Sept. 26.—Twenty-nine 
persons were killed in last night's 
Zeppelin raid, it was announced of- 
ficilally today. 

The announcement follows: 

“Seven airships raided England last 
night and in the early hours of this 
morning. The districts attacked were 
the south coast, the east coast, the 
northeast coast and the north midlands. 
The principal attack was aimed against 
the industrial centers in the last men- 
tioned area. 

“Up to the present time no damage to 
factories or works of military impor- 
tance has been reported. It is regretted, 
however, that a number of small houses 
and cottages were wrecked or damaged 
at some places and 2 deaths have been 
reported. 

“No attempt was made to approach 
London. The raiders were engaged by 
our anti-aircraft defenses and were 
driven off from several large industrial 


centers.“ 
One of the airships took a new course 


and visited the south coast. No dam- 
age resulting from its visit so far has 
been reported. As the airship crossed 
the southern district it was soon picked 
up and heavily fired at, whereupon it 
quickly ascended.

Zeppelin Commander Tells of Hard- 
ships on Night Raids. 


BUDAPEST, Sept. 18, via London, 
Sept. 26.—A Hungarian correspondent 
of the London Morning Post relates 
an interview he had with a Zeppelin 
commander who attempted to raid 
London, on Sept. 2. The commander 
complained of the immense difficul- 
ties the crew has to encounter in 
night flights at great height and of 
the exhausted condition they are in 
when they reach their base. 

“At the great altitude,” he said, 
‘the cold is so severe our men are 
covered with icicles by the time they 
reach home and their clothes have 
to be cleared of ice before they can 
take them off. Besides cold, the dan- 
ger also is very great, for apart from 
the shells of anti-Zeppelins the rare- 
ness of the air causes it to penetrate 
into the gas holders. From this mix- 
ture of hydrogen and oxygen certain 
combustible gases are developed 
which catch fire at the least spark 
that might reach it. For this reason 
our men have to wear felt foots as 
nailed boots might draw a spark by 
touching some metal object in the 
gondola. It is almost impossible to 
send the same crew two successive 
days on an expedition of several hun- 
dred miles for their nerves will not

Allies’ Operations Form Great Spectacle for 
Sweep of Ten Miles Armies Now 
Fighting in the Open. 


—

BRITISH FRONT IN FRANCE, 
Sept. 25.—This has been another great 
day for the Anglo-French forces on the 
Somme. As a spectacle for the observ- 
er, it was the most splendid of all the 
attacks made by the allied forces since 
the commencement of the great: offen- 
sive. What either army was trying to 
do and how they were doing it, the po- 
sitions they held and sought to conquer 
in the team play of the blue French 
legions and the Khaki-clad brigades of 
Britain were comprehensible. to the ee 
in the glorious autumn sunlight for a 
sweep of 10 miles. The scene had the 
intoxication. of war's grandeur—if war 
can be said to have any grandeur. 

Tonight the British have taken half 
of Morval, all of Les Boef and have 
advanced their line on a front of 8000 
yards for an average depth of 100 
yards; the French have stormed Ran- 
court and have pushed their line to the 
outskirts of the little village of Fregi- 
cou@t, a mile east and a little north of 
Combles. The German stronghold of 
Combles is virtually isolated. 


Gung Close to Infantry. 

The correspondent of the Associated 
Press went forward yesterday over the 
ridge in the Devil’s Wood and Ginchy 
region which the British had fought for 
over two months to gain. He walked 
for two miles through an area which 
reverberated to the blasts of the great 
guns, picking his way between the 
bursts of flame from the crashing bat- 
teries and moving around the rows of 
cannon as one who seeks a ford in a 
stream. On the other side of the ridge 
he saw guns where he had never seen 
them before—on the promised land of 
the lower levels, which the British had 
won by persistent siege work. The 
guns were close up to the British in- 
fantry who listened to their thunderous 
chorus as they prepared for the charge 
in today’s attack. 

‘The usual artillery preparation,“ said 
an artillery officer. On his return the 
correspondent decided he would not pass 
through that wilderness of British guns 
of all sizes and caliber while he had 
any hearing left. Every one of them 
was firing at top speed. He chose a 
gallery which took him past many bat- 
teries which for two miles were pouring 
out their share of the raging tempest of 
gunfire. 

From the ruins of some old German 
trenches whence the battle panorama 
stretched before him, the correspondent 
had a near view of the French gun- 
ners who were feeding shells into the 
gun breeches as grain 16 fed into a 
threshing machine and with the me- 
chanical precision of automatons. 

Shortly after noon was the time chos- 
en for the infantry rush forward under 
the cover of a final intensive chorus of 
hell from the artillery. The ridges in 
front and on either hand were frecked 
with racing sparks of flame. Within 
an hour at least 50,000 shells must have 
been fired within sight of the corre- 
spondent.

Combles Forms an Oasis. 
The hill lay hazy above the green 


foliage of the river valley, in the midst 
of vast bursts of black smoke from 
shells of enormous caliber. Directly in 
front was Combles, another town which 
has come to mean much to the imag- 
ination of the public in England and 
France, who seem to regard its capture 
as of vital significance. : 

Combles differed from all the villages 
in sight in that the walls of many of 
its buildings were still standing. It was 
different, too, in the fact that it formed 
an oasis in the midst of the storm of 
battle. Neither artillery nor infantry 
paid any attention to it. The gauge of 
battle was the high ground around it, 
the possession of which means the com- 
mand of the town, Further north lay 
the ruins of Ginchy and Guillemont. 

At the appointed time the waves of 
infantry surged forward to the attack. 
Then the tremendous fire of the German 
guns swelled to its utmost volume until 
the whole field was lost in vast clouds 
of smoke. The attacking infantry van- 
ished in that grim pall, while high over- 
head scores of sausage balloons and 
hundreds of aeroplanes, their wings 
gleaming like silver in the brilliant sun- 
light, strove vainly to see what was 
passing beneath them. 

Then across the dead fields arose a 
signal from Morval, which told that the 
British infantry had reached another 
goal and that another village was tak- 
en. A man at a telephone in a nearby 
signal station called out the capture of 
different strong points with the enthusi- 
asm of one who scores a hotly contested 
game. 

i Armies Fighting in Open. 

Presently the British wounded began 
to straggle back and their bearing, as 
they moved along beside their prisoners 
was another criterion by which the cor- 
respondent knew how the day had gone 
with them.

Mexico Conferees Take Up Plans 
to Prevent Jncidents Causing 
International Irritation. 


NEW LONDON, Conn., Sept. 26.—Co- 
operation between civil and military an- 
thorities for the prevention of incidents 
along the border that result in interna- 
tional irritation was consideerd today 
by the Mexican-American joint commis- 
sion. It was announced that the sés- 
sion was the first of a series at which 
different plans for such co-operation 
will be discussed. 

The American commissioners present- 
ed a list of border raids resulting in 
the loss of life and property on Amer- 
ican soil. The list was obtained from 
the War Department. Its presentation 
was ade tor the purpose“ according 
to the American commissioners, ‘‘od 
enabling the American commissioners 
to fulfill one of the purposes of their 
mission, namely, to ascertain the true 
causes of the border raids and to fix 
the responsibility therefor.“ 

A similar list was submitted by the 
Mexicans.

The Mexicans indicated {an opinion 
that the neutrality laws of the United 
States are inadequate.

movement against a government with 
which the United States is at peace. 

The Mexicans produced reports yes- 
terday calculated to show that the at- 
tack on Chihuahua by Villa forces was 
of no great importance. The American 
commissioners were in receipt of reports 
that placed the situation in a less op- 
timistic light. Until all doubt is re- 
moved as to the ability of the Mexican 
army to control the situation along the 
border, it appears probable that the 
Americans will not enter into an agree-

He went through motions 
showihg how Frank threw the body in 
the ravine and shoveled earth on it.

necessarily defeated. ? 

To Act Upon Facts. 

„ have never found a really coura- 
geous man who was afraid to put his 
opinion to the test of facts or a moral- 
I sincere man who was not ready to 
surrender to the facts when they were 
contrary to his opinion. And the Tariff 
Commission is going to look for the 
facts, no matter who is hurt. So that 
we are creating one after another the 
instrumentalities of knowledge, so that 
| the business men of this country shall 
know what the field of the world’s 
business is and deal with that field 
upon that knowledge. 

“Then, when the knowledge is ob- 
tained, what are we going to do? One 
of the things that interests me most 
about an association of this sort is that 
the intention of it is that the members 
should share a common body of informa- 
ion and that they should concert among 
themselves those operations of businest 
which are ben¢ficial to all of them; that, 
instead of a great body, instead of a 
large number of dealers in grain, acting 
separately and each fighting for his own 
hand, you are willing to come together 
and study the problem as if you were 
partners and brothers and co-operator: 
in this field of business. That has been 
going on in every occupation in the 
United States of any consequence. Even 
the men that do the advertising have 
been getting together and they have 
made this startling and fundamental dis- 
covery, that the only way to advertise 
successfully is to tell the truth. ‘There 
are many reasons for that. One of the 
chief reasons is that when you get found 
out it is worse for you than it was be- 
fore. But the great reason, the sobei 
reason, is that business must be ground- 
ed on the truth and you men get to- 
gether in order to create a clearing house 
for the truth about your business. 

Very well; that is a picture in smail 
of what we must do in the large. We 
must co-operate in the whole field of 
business, the Government with the mer- 
chant, the merchant with his employe,. 


the whole body of producers with the] 


whole body of consumers, to see that 
the right things are produced in the 
right volume, and find the right kind of 
purchasers at the right place, and that, 
all working together, we realize that 
nothing can be for the common benefit 
which is not for the individual benefit. 

Explains Webb Bill. 

“You know that there was introduced 
in the House of Representatives recent- 
ly a bill commonly called the Webb 
bill, for the purpose of stating it 1s 
the policy of the law of the United 
States that nothing in the anti-trust 
laws now existing should be interpretri 
to interfere with the proper sort of co- 
operation among exporters. The foreign 
field is not like the domestic field. The 
foreign field is full of combinations 
meant to be exclusive. The anti-trust 
laws of the United States are intended 
to prevent any kind of combination in 
the United States which shall be exclu. 
sive of new enterprises within the 
United States, any combination which 
shall set up monopoly in America; but 
the export business is a very big busi- 
ness, a very complicated business, *a 
very expensive business, and it ought 
to be possible, and it will be possible 
and legal for men engaged in export- 
ing to get together and manage it in 
groups, so that they can manage it at 
an advantage instead of at a disadvan- 
tage as compared with foreign rivals. 
Not for the purpose of exclusive and 
monopolistic combination, but for the 
purpose of co-operation; and there is 
a very wide difference there. 

“T for myself despise monopoly: and 
I have an enthusiasm for co-operation. 
By co-operation I mean working along 
with anybody who is willing to work 
along with you under definite under- 
standings and arrangements which wil) 
constitute a sound business program. 
There can be no jealousy of that, and 
if there had been time I can say with 
confidence that this bill which passed 
the House of Representatives would have 
passed the Senate of the United States 
also. So that any obstacle that inge- 
nious lawyers may find in the anti- 
trust laws will be removed. I was a 
lawyer once myself before I reformed, 
and I can divide a hair 'twixt north 
and northeast side, but I do not think 
it is worth while, and I do not think 
that statutes are the places for in- 
genuity. A statute is intended to lay 
down a broad and comprehensive and 
national policy, and it ought to be read 
in that light. But there would be no 
fun in punctuation if you had to read 
it that way. The purpose of legislation 
in the immediate future in this country 
is going to be to remove all -ingenious 
constructions and make it perfectly clear 
what the liberties as well as the re- 
straints of trade are in this country. 

Must Be Co-Operation. 

“And then there must be co-opera- 
tion, not only between the Government 
and the business men, but between the 
business men. Shippers must co-oper- 
ate, and they ought to be studying 
right now how to co-operate. There 
ore a great many gentlemen in other 
countries who can show them how: 
and they ought to look forward, par- 
ticularly to caring for this matter 
that they have vehicles in which to 
carry their goods. We must address 
ourselves immediately and as rapidly 
as possible to the re-creation of a great 
American merchant marine. Our pres- 
ent situation is very like this: Suppose 
that a man who had a great depart- 
ment store did not have any delivery 
Wagons, and depended upon his com- 
petitors in the same market to deliver 
his goods to his customers, You know 
what would happen. They would de- 
liver their own goods first, and they 
would deliver yours only if yours were 
to be delivered upon the routes followed 
by their wagons. That is an exact 
picture of what is taking place in our 
‘ereign trade at this minute. Foreign 
vessels carry our goods where, they, 
the foreign vessels, happen to be go- 
ing, and they carry them only if they 
have room in addition to what they 
“re carrying for other people. You 
Cannot conduct trade that way. That 
is conducting trade on sufferance. 
That is conducting trade on an ‘If 
you please.“ That is conducting trade 
on the basis of service, the point af 
View of which is not your advantage. 
Therefore, we cannot lose any time in 
getting Celivery wagons. 

“There has been a good deal of dis- 
cussion about this recently, and it has 
been said “The Government must not 
take any direct part in this. You must 
let private capital do it,’ and the reply 
was, ‘All right, go ahead.’ “Oh, but we 
Win not go ahead unless you help us.’ 
We said, ‘Very well then, we wil! go 
ahead, but we will not need your help, 
because we do not want to compete 
where you are already doing the carrv. 
ing business, but where you are not o- 
ing the carrying business and it has ‘to

“The great interesting geographical 
fact to me is by the opening * the 
Panama Canal there is a straight line 
south from New York through the canal 
to the western coast of South America, 
which hitherto has been one of the most 
remote coasts in the world so far as we 
were concerned; and that the west coast 
of South America is now nearer to us 
than the eastern coast of South Amer- 
ica ever was to us, so that we have 
the open Atlantic upon which to ap- 
proach the east coast. 

Here is the loom all ready upon 
which to spread the threads which can 
be worked into a fabric of friendship 
and wealth such as we have never 
known before. The real wealth of for- 
eign relationships, my fellow-citizens, 
whether they be the relationships of 
trade or any other kind of intercourse, 
the real wealth of those relationships is 
the wealth of mutual confidence and un- 
derstanding. If we do not understand 
them and they do not understand us, 
we cannot trade with them, much lese 
be their friends, and it is only by weav- 
ing these intimate threads of connec- 
tion that we shall be able to establish 
that fundamental thing, that psycho- 
logical, spiritual Nexus which is, after 
all, the real warp and woof of trade it- 
self. We have got to have the know!l- 
edge, we have got to have the co-op- 
eration, and then back of all that has 
got to lie what America has in abun- 
dance and only has to release, that is 
to say, the self-reliant enterprise. 

„There is only one thing I have ever 
been ashamed about in America, and 
that was the timidity and fearfulness 
of Americans in the presence of foreign 
competitors. I have dwelt among Amer- 
icans all my life and am an intense 
absorbent of the atmosphere of America, 
and I know by personal experience that 
there are as effective brains in Amer- 
ica as anywhere in the world. An Amer- 
ican afraid to pit American business 
men against any competitors anywhere! 
Enterprise, the shrewdness which Amer- 
cans have shown, the knowledge of busi- 
ness which they have shown, all these 
things are going to make for that peace- 
ful and honorable conquest of foreign 
markets which is our reasonable ambi- 
tion. 

Criticises Business Methods. 

“T spoke a moment ago of the Federal 
Trade Commission. In conference with 
various associations, members of that 
commission have made this astonishing 
discovery, that in some fields of manu- 
facture, at any rate, not 10 per cent of 
the producers of America keep accurate 
accounts. They do not know how much 
each part of their operation costs them. 
They have not analyzed their business 
in such a way as to know where econ- 
omy can be substituted for waste, or 
where efficiency can take the place of 
inefficiency, and one of the things that 
is going to happen, now that we are 
going to be up against the expert cost 
accountants of the world, is that we are 
going to become first-class economists, 
and that American labor, already dis- 
tinguished for its efficiency, is going to 
double and treble that efficiency. And 
when that takes place and this great 
stimulating air of the world's competitive 
brains has wrought its effects upon ua, 
we are going to be, I hope, what the 
world has never seen yet, a body of 
men who do not want to prevail by the 
backing of their Government, but by the 
backing of their skill and knowledge. 

“A friend of mine was once invited to 
attend a peace meeting. He said he 
would come with pleasure if he might 
be permitted to explain that most of 
the men sitting on the platform were 
engaged in fomenting war, and when 
he was asked to explain this puzzling 
meaning, he said: ‘I have looked over 
the list of the men who constitute your 
Executive Committee, and almost every 
one of them is engaged in doing things 
to excite the hostility and disturb the 
national feeling of men in foreign coun- 
tries, particularly in the Orient, which 
will inevitably lead to war sooner or 
later.’ The combinations of the modern 
world that are lasting are not the com- 
petitions of physical force. They are 
the competitions of intellectual force. 
The competitions of business either lay 
the foundations of respect and mutual 
confidence or the foundations of suspi- 
cion and mutual hostility. 

„America has stood in the years past 
for that sort of political understanding 
among men which would let every man 
feel that his rights were the same as 
those of another and good as those of 
another, and the mission of America in 
the field of the world’s commerce 18 to 
be the same, that when an American 
comes into that competition he comes 
without any arms that would enable 
him to conquer by force, but only with 
thode peaceful influences of intelligence. 
a desire to serve, a knowledge of what 
he is about before which everything 
softens and ylelds and renders itself 
subject. That is the mission of Amer- 
ica and my interest, so far as my smal! 
part in American affairs is concerned, 
is. to lend every bit of intelligence 1 
have to this interesting, this vital, all- 
important matter of releasing the in- 
telligence of America for the service of 
mankind.”

CONSTRUCTIVE STATESMANSHIP. 
| President Wilson at Baltimore touched upon 
five points of his constructive work which are 
vitally important to business. 

The first was the Federal reserve act. He 
pointed out that previous to the adoption of this 
act American business men had no American 
banking facilities outside of the United States. 
They had to depend upon British and German 
banks which were established to serve British 
and German merchants. Now American national 
banks through foreign branches can take care of 
American merchants in foreign trade; they can 

assist American commerce abroad. 

The second was the Federal Trade Commission 
which has aided American trade and has re 
moved the hostility and friction between the 

Government and business. which harassed and 
confused business men. The commission’s func- 
tion, he said to the business men, “is to show 
you the way in which the Government can help 
you and not the way in which the Government 
can hinder you.” 

The third was the Tariff Commission charged 

with the ascertainment of facts in connection 
with tariff and business for the information of 
the President and Congress. Instead of framing 
tariff legislation on theories Congress will be 
able to frame scfentific tariff laws based upon 
facts. It will be able to protect American indus- 
try where protection is needed without unjustly 
favoring special interests at the expense of the 
people. 

The fourth was the combination of American 
business men for co-operation in foreign com- 
merce; not monopoly but co-operative combina- 
tions for effective activities in foreign fields 
where individual effort is not equal to the task 
against the Government-aided combinations of 
other commercial nations. Group instead of in- 
dividual effort is the idea. 

The fifth was American shipping. American 
foreign trade has been mostly dependent on for- 
eign ships for the transportation of American 
commodities abroad. It had to take the ship 
space offered after others were served and go 
where foreign shipping went. Trade by suf- 
ferance,” “on an if you please” the President calls 
it. Now he says we are going to get our own 
“delivery wagons.” To use his words as to the 
making of the new shipping law: 

We will undertake to do it at a cost until 
trade routes are established, and we will give 
place to private capital whenever private 
capital is ready to take the place. That 
sounds like a very reasonable proposition. We 
will carry your goods one way when we have 
to come back empty the other way and lose 
money on the voyage, and when there are car- 
goes both ways and it is profitable to carry 
them, we shall not insist upon carrying them 
any longer. 

This ig constructive statesmanship. It is a 

wise and practical use of governmental power 
and resources to aid in the development of in- 
dustry and commerce for the general welfare. 
It places the common instrumentalities of Gov- 
ernment in the service of the people. 
A fruitful program of this kind is in sharp 
contrast with criticism and indefinite promise; 
it is diametrically opposed to destructive, hamper- 
ing legislation and special privilege.

In Sunday’s Zeppelin raid on England 30 non- 
combatants were killed, but one Zeppelin crew of 
22 men was captured and another crew of 22 men 
destroyed.

ATTACKING THE CHILD LABOR LAW. 
Circulars sent out by the Republican National 
Committee assert that the Child Labor Law 
passed by Congress under the Wilson administra- 
tion, is “another Democratic gold brick.” It can 
be evaded, says the circular, because of the 80- 

day clause. This reads: 

No producer, manufacturer or dealer shall 
ship or deliver for shipment in interstate or 
foreign commerce any article or 
commodity, the product of any mill, cannery, 
workshop, factory or manufacturing establish- 
ment situated in the United States, in which 
within thirty days prior to the removal of such 
product therefrom children under the age of 
fourteen have been employed, or permitted to 
work. . 

The Republican circular applies this to the can- 
ning industry, and says: 

“By virtue of this gold brick law, children 
ander 14 may work in factories for 11 months 
and the goods they have made be sold all over 
the United States at any time after 30 days.” 
This is a willful misinterpretation of the plain 
words of the act. The 80 days allowed for the, 
removal of the goods is not 80 days from the re- 
moval of such goods from a warehouse, but from 
“any mill, cannery, workshop, factory or manu- 
facturing establishment.” Those who drew up 
the act evidently contemplated that, in most 
Cases, goods on which child labor er any other 
labor had been employed would necessarfly be 
removed from the mill, workshop or factory in- 
side of 380 days from their production.
